GREESBACK-UEMOCBAT FUSION. 
Omaha, August ltth .—It ia reliably re­ 
ported that the Democrats and Greenbackers 
of Nebraska are forming a fusion combination, 
and will make a united effort to defeat the 
Republicans this Fall. 
This agreement is 
that the electoral ticket shall consist of four 
Democratic and three Greenback candidates. 
The Greenbackers are allowed to name the 
candidates for Governor and Auditor, and the 
Democrats are to have the remaining positions 
on the ticket. TheSenatorial and Represent­ 
ative candidates for the Legislature are to 
come from both parties, the places to be dis­ 
tributed as equitably as possible. 
The Green- 
backers’ State Convention, which was to meet 
at Wahoo on the first Wednesday in Septem­ 
ber, has been postponed to meet at the same 
time and place with the Democratic State 
Convention. 
» 
A CONGRESSIONAL DEADLOCK. 
Omaha, August 14th.—The Republican 
Congressional Convention for tbeKighth Dis­ 
trict of Iowa, after a two days’ session at 
Council Bluffs, and after casting 170 ballots 
without making a nomination, adjourned this 
afternoon until 2 r. M. next Tuesday. 
Colonel 
W. F. Sapp, of Council Bluffs, the present in­ 
cumbent, received 51 votes all through, re­ 
quiring only three more to be nominated. 
Major Anderson received 364, W. P. Hepburn 
13J, and John Y. Stone 1). 
THE TAMMANY DEMOCRATS. 
N ew Y o rk , August 14th.—The Tammany 
Democratic State Committee, of which John 
H. Colby is Chairman,-has issued an address 
to the Democracy and called a Convention of 
the party to assemble at Albany on Septem­ 
ber 8 th, for the purpose of nominating a Dem­ 
ocratic State ticket. 
THE INDIANA CAMPAIGN, 
In d ia n a p o lis (Ind.), August 14th.—The 
Democratic State Central Committee opened 
the campaign to-day. 
Over two hundred 
speakers will deliver addresses in the various 
cities and towns of the State. 
CrookeU C ensas R etu rn s. 
C h icago, August 14th.— The Tribune's 
Washington special, respecting Southern cen­ 
sus frauds, says : The editor of the Washing­ 
ton Republican, who was banished from South 
Carolina, on account of his Republicanism, 
and who is familiar with every county in the 
State, in analyzing the returns from counties 
which show an increase, says : “ Take, for 
instance, the county of Kershaw. 
Its in­ 
crease from 1870 to 1880 is 0,427, or about 80 
per cent, in ten years. 
Only one railroad 
touches this county, and that until recently 
ran one passenger coach every day. There 
is no factory or mine in the county. 
It is 
purely agricultural in its industries, and its 
largest town, Camden, is a place of about 
I,000 inhabitants, half of them white. 
It is. 
perhaps, the sleepiest place on the continent. 
The growth of the county in the past fifty 
years has been backward instead of forward. 
In 182!) it contained 13,645 persons, and in 
1870, fifty years after, it had but 11,764—a 
loss of 1,791. But from 1870 to 1880 it 
springs so 21,181. If these figures do not ex­ 
cite General Walker’s suspicions, they will 
certainly excite those of the country. We 
would like to rest our case upon Kershaw 
county. 
If General Walker will furnish the 
men and means, we will undertake to prove 
that the census of Kershaw is a fraud within 
ten days. 
If this was a Western State, this 
phenomenal increase coulj easily be ex­ 
plained by the influx of emigrants from the 
older States and from abroad ; but in South 
Carolina no such explanations are applicable. 
There are not probably 1,000 more foreigners 
in the State than there were in 18G0, and she 
has lost more than she has gained by the 
movement of her native population.”•

D en v er (Col.), August 14th.—A Times 
special from Como gives a brief account of 
au accident which occurred at Red Hill, a 
small station on the South Park Road, last 
night. 
About 12 o’clock a fire broke out in 
the depot, which caused the explosion of 
about 1,000 pounds of powder, which blew 
the depot and every building in the place to 
atoms. 
The agent. F. K. Collyer, was badly 
injured by burns and cute, ami is not expect­ 
ed to live. 
His assistant, Charley Hilton, 
was killed, and two other men badly injured. 
Further particulars of the explosion are to 
the effect that Frank E. Collyer, agent; T. 
J . Conway, assistant ageut, and Chas. Clenn, 
freighter, were sitting in the depot awaitmg 
the down train when the explosion occurred. 
When the Fair Play coach reached the scene 
of the disaster soon after, the passengers 
found Charles Hilton, an employe, fearfully 
mangled, not a stitch of clothing save one 
sock being found on him. 
Collyer was 
severely wounded about the head, and it is 
feared his skull is broken. Conway was in­ 
ternally injured buc not fatally. 
Glenn was 
wounded about the body, but not seriously. 
His coat was split from the neck down. The 
ground on which the depot, freight house, 
eating house, saloon and forwarding house 
stood, is now bare. 
The buildings were 
bio s n into splinters from the size of a tooth­ 
pick to that of fine kindling* wood. Not one 
stick on another remains of the five buildings. 
It is said that twelve cases of giant powder 
were in the freight house, but this is a mere 
rumor, and there is some mystery about the 
affair. 
Agent Collyer, who has recovered 
consciousness, says that there was no powder 
about the place. 
The wounded were re­ 
moved to Fairplay. 
It is said that the stage 
driver caught a scoundrel breaking in the 
safe after the explosion. 
Mcx can B order Affairs. 
W ash in gton , August 14th.—A thorough 
investigation of the recent violation of the 
neutrality laws by Mexico, in giving protec­ 
tion to prisoners escaped from New Laredo, 
Texas, has been begun by the State Depart­ 
ment. The first thing was to call upon the 
United States Consul at New Laredo to in­ 
vestigate the matter and report, and also to 
obtain from the W ar Department any reports 
which army officers may have made. 
The 
Secretary of War gave the necessary instruc­ 
tions, and the military report is expected in a 
few days. 
I t is known that the Mexican 
Government has assured United States Minis­ 
ter Morgan that the protection given to the 
escaped prisoners was not by the Mexican 
authorities, nor with their sanction, and the 
Mexican Government had nothing to do with 
the matter. The American officials are in­ 
clined to adopt this view, and to believe that 
there is nothing in the facts to indicate that 
the Mexican Government has violated the 
Guadalupe Hidalgo treaty. The State De­ 
partment officials Bays there is no ill feeling 
on the Mexican border between the two 
nationalities, and that there is not likely to 
be any trouble. 
A ccident on a W harf. 
F all R iver (Mass.), August 14th.—The 
wharf at Mount Hojie, upon which was a 
large crowd of excursionists, broke down at 
twenty minutes before nine o’clock this even­ 
ing. There must have been a number lost, 
but it is impossible to ascertain to-night how 
many. 
The affair is exaggerated, but, owing 
to the darkness, there being no lights on the 
wharf, it cannot be ascertained to-night 
■whether or not any person was drowned. 
The wharf parted in the middle, precipitat­ 
ing from fifty to seventy five persons into 
the trough. Many of them clung to the 
wharf, and others plunged into the water. 
Many were taken out unconscious and almost 
lifeless, but were resuscitated. The news of 
the accident to a portion of the spinners’ ex­ 
cursion party at Mount Hope occasioned 
great anxiety in the city, and hundreds of 
anxii ns ones at once rushed to the landing to 
learn the news of their friends. 
At midnight 


the last boatload came over. 
The Gity M ar­ 
shal was one of the party, and reports the 
excitement at the scene of the accident as 
intense, and the screams' of those wh > bad 
fallen added to the confusion. Owing to the 
tide, the water was not more than five to 
seven feet deep, and it is believed that not 
more than two jiersons were drowned, al­ 
though it is impossible, on account of the 
darkness, to obtain accurate information a« 
to the casualties. 
A number of people are 
known to have been injured.

Omaha, August 14th.—The California ex­ 
cursion train of teu Pullman coaches, having 
on board one hundred and fifty Knights Tem­ 
plar, one hundred ladies and the Seoond Cali­ 
fornia Regimental Rand of twenty-one pieces, 
arrived here this afternoon.

THE YOSEMITE COMMISSIONERS. 


The Supreme Court lias rendered a de- 
cis.on in the ca3c of the Yoseinitc Commis­ 
sioners. 
It is to the effect that the claim 
of the old Board to remain iu office has no 
validity, the members of that Board having 
b e n constitutional officers, and conse­ 
quently holding legally for four years only. 
As the old Commissioners did actually hold 
office for inore than four years, it seems 
that difficult questions aro likely to arise 
in regard to the validity of their acts after 
the expiration of the term which the Court 
now decides to have marked the limit of 
their lawful administration. 
It is possible 
that this decision may open the way for 
the 
readjustment of 
several 
matters 
which 
threatened 
to 
embarrass 
the 
Course of the new Commissioners; but 
however that may be it 
is fortuuate I 
that 
the 
disputed 
jurisdiction 
has Í 
been thus authoritatively settled, for there j 
is unquestionably plenty of work for either ! 
an old or a new Board to do in the Valley. ! 


A fresh illustration of the methods em­ 
ployed at the South to secure an increased 
representation is given by a Republican 
journalist who was driven out of South 
Carolina because of his political opinions. 
He analyzes the census returns of Kershaw 
county, in that State, aud shows that a 
claim has been made of over eighty per 
cent, increase in the population of that 
county in the face of the notorious facts 
that it has been declining since the be­ 
ginning of the century, that it has no com­ 
merce 
or manufactures, and that it is 
recognized as one of the most stagnant 
districts iu the South.

We 
“ would like to rest our case upon Kershaw 
“ county. 
If General Walker will furnish 
“ the men and means we will undertake 
“ to prove that the ccusu3 in Kershaw 
“ county is a bold fraud, within ten days." 
Such a state of facts as is here described 
places it beyond doubt that the enumera­ 
tors have perpetrated shameful deception, 
and it must be realized that the same kind 
of work has been carried on in nearly 
every part of the South. 
The evidence is 
becoming overwhelming, in fact, that the 
Southern politicians have availed them­ 
selves of the census to lay the foundation 
for a bold claim for increased representa­ 
tion. 
They are aware, as is the whole 
country that the population of the South 
has been decreasing during the past ten 
years, and that if the ceusus was taken 
faithfully the reapportionment based upon 
it must weaken their strength in Congress.

Democratic Congressmen will support the 
returns of the Southern enumerators, and 
maintain that they are trustworthy and 
fair, and if they succeed in this, not only 
will the new census fail to be of any use to 
the country, but it will be productive of 
the most serious aud far-reaching political 
evils.

be paving the way for a Bulgarian revolu­ 
tion, which by threatening the entiro dis­ 
ruption of the remaining fragments of che 
Ottoman Empire in Europe may involve 
both Austria ard England in very serious 
difficulties. 
Russia is believed to be back­ 
ing the Bulgarians, aud she has already- 
placed nn a: my corps on the frontier 
within striking distance. 
Austria is fully 
alive to the gravity of the situation, and is 
massing troops. 
Germany is supposed to 
be in full accord with Austria, and this 
makes the Czar’s programme both difficult 
and dangerous. 
He is represented to have 
recently sounded the French Government 
with a view to a possible alliance, aud it is 
said that this experiment failed signally. 
Altogether it is evident that the materials 
for grave complications between the Euro­ 
pean Poweis are peculiarly abundant, and 
that the decay of the Ottoman Empire 
may generate discords capable of produc­ 
ing formidable quarrels, and perhaps san­ 
guinary ware. 


IS CHINA WAKING UP? 


A Washington dispatch says the Chi­ 
nese Minister has informed the Secretary 
of State that the Emperor of China has 
removed all restrictions upon the partici­ 
pation of Chinese merchants in foreign 
commerce, and that henceforward they 
will endeavor to take their share in the 
trade of the world. 
The significance of 
this change of policy is somewhat lessened 
by the statement that it was caused by the 
discovery that Chinese capital has in fact 
been for some time engaged in foreign 
commerce, under the convenient screen of 
American and European firms, but it is 
none the less likely to exercise a marked 
inliuence upon American and European 
trade with China. 
The removal of these 
restrictions will enable the Chinese mer­ 
chants to conduct their foreign trade them­ 
selves, and as they are extremely enter­ 
prising, shrewd, and possessed of large 
capital, it would not surprise us if in a 
short time they monopolized the bulk of 
the commerce in their own ports. 
What 
effect 
the 
new 
policy 
is 
destined 
to 
have 
upon 
the negotiations 
be­ 
tween 
the 
Commission 
which 
lias 
just 
reached 
Sbanghae, 
and 
the 
Chinese Government, remains to be seen, 
but in the absence of fuller explanations 
it would seem to threaten the creation of 
fresh difficulties in same respects. 
Should 
our merchants in China discover that they 
ara being ousted by the native capitalists, 
it is indeed possible that the commercial 
iuiluences which have been so potent in 
checking all efforts to abrogate the Bur­ 
lingame treaty may be removed. 
Gn the 
other hand, the Chinese Government may 
feci disposed to take a more independent 
position than heretofore, and if this is the 
case it will not he likely to receive with 
favor any propositions looking to a restric­ 
tion of trade and other facilities in re­ 
gard to its subjects abroad. 
China awake 
and free to follow her commercial bent is, 
however, a formidable object. 
There is 
no nation on the earth more fitted for com­ 
mercial enterprises, and she would unques­ 
tionably bring an element of vigorous 
competition into the field, to meet which 
it is extremely questionable whether the 
Western people are

“ general financial complication.” 
There 
can be no doubt as to the seasonableaess 
of this protest against the insane silver

complished so long as the Bland-Allison

remains 
unrepealed and in active 
operation. 
On the contrary, every month’s 
operation of that bill increases the daDger 
of retrogression and a decline of pros­ 
perity. 
it is therefore one of the issues 
which statesmen would take hold of resol­ 
utely, and force to a wise settlement. 
But 
at present it seems as though our most in­ 
telligent public men were trying who 
could pander the most to iguorauce and the 
spirit of repudiation, and all alike appear 
positively 
afraid 
to

and 
patriotic on the currency question. 
Per­ 
haps when the Presidential election is over 
some of these timeserving gentlemen may 
recover enough courage to recognize the 
path of duty again.

SMITH’S 
HERESY. 


THE 
POWERS

An Englishman says that no other peo­ 
ple in the world, so far as he know?, can 
equal the Arkansians in off-hand exagger­ 
ation. 
“ Do you see that spring over there, 
stranger?’1 said one ot them to him. 
He 
said he did, whereupon the settler added : 
“ Well, that’s an iron spring, that is, and 
it’s so mighty powerful that the farmers 
horses about here that drink the water of 
it never have to be shod. 
The shoes just 
grow on their feet list rally. ' 


It is evident that the proposed naval 
demonstration against Turkey threatens to 
be a failure. 
Precisely what was contem­ 
plated by it originally it is not easy to un­ 
derstand. 
A naval demonstration apjiears 
to mean a pararle of fleets in the vicinity 
of the Golden Horn. 
But a mere parade 
of fleets would hardly effect much against 
a power aware that no actual hostilities 
were intended. 
It might have been better j 
had the leal scope of the proposed move­ 
ment been more fully explained. 
If it was 
meant to force the Dardanelles it is plain 
that the so-called demonstration must have 
been converted into a regular attack in 
case of resistance on the part of the Porte. 
The French Government appears to have 
believed that it would end in war, for it 
has refused to take part in the movement 
save on the express understanding tliat the 
French ships shall do nothing beyond parad- 


A Greenbacker who undertook to stump 
Alabama for his party gives an interesting 
account of the treatment he experienced at 
a place called Shubuda. 
The people of 
that town did not leave him long in doubt 
as to their sentiments. 
They hooted him 
in the streets, and then they sent him a 
note requiring him to leave the place iu 
thirty-five minutes. 
The Greenbacker 
made a vain effort to reason with the 
spokesman of “ The Boys of Shubuda,” 
but was simply answered, “ We know you, 
“ aud you can't stay. 
You must go to the 
“ next station.” 
He was finally told tbat 
he “ had better get along, or lie would 
“ catch h—11,” and, concluding discretion 
to be tire better part of valor, he shook the 
dust of Shubuda from his feet and de­ 
parted. No doubt “ the Biys of Shubuda” 
thought they had done rather a smart 
thing in driving this man out of their town. 
In reality what they did was to make it 
clear that they had learned nothing since 
t le time when their fathers were wont to 
treat an Alolitioniet even worse than they 
treated the Greenbacker. 
They have beeu 
reared in an atmosphere of intolerance 
which is fatal to freedom. They have none 
of the mental habits or traditions of Ameri­ 
can citizens. 
With them the most natural 
course is to silence opposition by violence, 
and they have no idea of dealing with 
adverse 
opinions 
in 
any 
other 
way. 
It is evident that this tone of mind belongs 
to a very distant epoch of civilization. 
Even when our Teutouic ancestors assem­ 
bled in the forests and clearings of the 
German fatherland, and signified approval 
of the sentiments of their orators by 
clashing their spears and shields together, 
a higher ideal of liberty had been devel­ 
oped than is to be fonnd to-day in most 
parts of the South. 
One of the first les­ 
sons learned by barbarians who are making 
advances is the necessity of toleration 
No government of a popular character is 
possible without this convention. 
Men 
must have learned to endure a denial of 
their favorite beliefs before they can be 
fitted for self-government. 
Whenever a 
community is intolerant, whenever it re­ 
fuses to allow free speech, it is either an 
aborted civilization, or a declining one. 
The capacity for self-government requires 
the ability to reason, and to defer to 
reason. 
When this is wanting there may 
be energy, but there cannot be solid growth 
of any profitable kind. 
The Southern 
method of stifling discussion is really the 
most serious indictment that can be brought 
against the people of that section, for it 
involves a challenge of their right to 
pretend that they arc fit to govern them­ 
selves. 


PROF. 
ROBERTSON 


Professor Robertson Smith, who was 
tried some time ago by the Scotch Church 
on charges of heresy because of some ex­ 
pressions in articles on scriptural subjects 
contributed by him to tlio “ Encyclopedia 
“ Britannica,” has again drawn down upon 
himself the wrath of the sectarians by his 
articles in the latest volume of that work. 
In his essay on the “ Hebrew Language 
“ and Literature” the Professor has said 
dreadful things about Moses and the Pen­ 
tateuch, as for instance, that it is doubtful 
whether Moses ever wrote anything but 
the commandments ; that the history of the 
Jews down to the time of Daniel rests 
upon mere oral traditions ; that the Song of 
Solomon is 
an 
erotic poem, 
without 
spiritual significance of any kind ; and so 
forth. 
The Edinburgh Presbytery has for 
these utterances once more declared w-ar 
upon the Professor, notwithstanding bis 
declaration that the present article was 
written and in the hands of the publishers 
before the first trial for heresy. The Pres­ 
bytery is ruthless, will accept no explana­ 
tion, but is being spurred on by certain 
rampant bigots who look upon this oppor­ 
tunity to persecute the Professor as a 
special Providence sent to compensate for 
the disappointment his former acquittal 
caused them. 
It is edifying to watch te s 
ease, for it shows very plainly that the 
bigotry, intolerance, and 
disregard 
of 
Truth as an object of reverence, which a 
couple of centuries ago would have lighted 
the fagots under Professor Smith, are as 
rife to-day, and as ready to proceed to any 
extremity. 
We do not think it can be 
seriously doubted that 
the Edinburgh 
Presbytery would burn the Professor if 
it could. 
Certainly it would cause his 
articles to be expunged from the Kn- 
cyclopiedia did it possess the authority 
to do so. 
And yet it is perfectly evi­ 
dent that the Presbytery cannot demon­ 
strate the existcnco of any inaccuracy in 
the Professor's statements, and that it seeks 
to punish him for endeavoring to tell 
the 
truth 
about 
the literature of the 
Hebrews, in an educational work. 
Now 
either the truth ought to be reverenced 
above all things, or 
religion and morals 
and philosophy arc chimeras together, for 


they all teach this as the fundamental 
postulate. 
But if the truth is to be rev­ 
erenced, and if Professor Smith has been 
seeking the truth only, and if it can­ 
not be 
shown 
that 
be 
has not 
as­ 
certained aud 
declared 
the 
truth, on 
what 
logical basis 
does 
his 
prosecu­ 
tion 
rest ? 
The 
Edinburgh Presbytery 
may satisfy itself on this point, but it will 
find much difficulty in satisfying nn im­ 
partial aud fair-minded world. 
The cause 
of religion ¡3 hurt infinitely by such exhi­ 
bitions of craven fear of the effects of re­ 
search upon the foundations of belief.

THE BANKERS’ CONVENTION. 


A resolution was carried at the Bankers’ 
Convention asking Congress to stop the 
coinage of from two to four millions of 
silver monthly,” “ as tending to damage 
“ business and embarrass the Treasury, 
“ cause the export of gold and produce a 


It is said that the Democratic managers 
of the North have issued a stringent order 
to the South that there shall be “ no kill­ 
ing” during the present campaign. 
It is 
highly probable that this order ha3 been 
given, for the reason that killing at the 
South has really ceased to answer any 
practical purpose. 
So long as it was 
thought necessary to deter the colored 
voters from going to the polls, bulldozing 
was in order, but now that the Democrats 
have obtained control of the polls they find 
it no longer necessary to slaughter their 
victims. 
At present they have organized 
Returning Boards in every election pre­ 
cinct and district throughout the South, 
and these Returning Boards they control. 
Having this leverage they can afford to let 
the colored citizens vote without restraint, 
for siuce they themselves manage the 
counting of the votes the results are al­ 
ways in their hands. Thy are not prepared 
to live up to General Hancock’s maxim of 
“ a free ballot, a fair count and a full vote." 
They do not care how full the vote is, or 
how ostensibly free the ballot is, but as 
regards the fairness of the count they 
will have none of it. 
In a word, they 
have so far changed their policy as to ob­ 
tain that by fraud which formerly they 
obtained by force. 
The result is precisely 
the same, but if they can restrain their 
more ardent followers they may be enabled 
to “ point with pride” to the absence of 
bulldozing from this campaign, and to pro­ 
test that there is no longer any ground for 
complaint of Southern political methods. 
The Alabama election showed, however, 
that the substitution of fraud for force lias 
Lot altered the situation. 
The negroes are 
indeed somewhat better off, but the elec­ 
tions continue to be farces in which the 
success of the Democrats is a foregone 
conclnsion simply because they have the 
power to stuff the ballot-boxes. 
The kill­ 
ing programme lias, perhaps, been dis­ 
carded in some parts of the South, but only 
when it has ceased to be nocessary because 
the same results can be obtained more 
easily in other ways. 


DOMESTIC .YEWS. 


The Sew C h in ese C uium creial D ep artu re. 
C hicago, August 15th.—The Inter Ocean's 
Washington special says : The only informa­ 
tion the State Department has received of 
the Chinese new departure in allowing her 
subjects to engage iu foreign commerce was 
contained in a letter leceived by the Secre­ 
tary of State on Tuesday last, the substance 
of which was immediately communicated to 
the Treasury Department. 
The letter of 
Evarts was as follows: 
The representatives of the Government of China 
at the Capital have advised the Department that the 
Chinese screw steamer IVo Chung, the first steamer 
under the Chinese Hag entering an American port, 
is soon exi»ected to arrive at San Francisco, and to 
prevent any misunderstanding in regard to the 
duties or other charges, 1 have the honor to request, 
at the instance of Chiu Lan Pin and Yung Wing, 
Chinese representatives as above, that proper in­ 
structions may be issued to the customs authorities 
of the part of San Francisco to extend to that ves­ 
sel the privilege- which re conceded to vessels of 
other nations having treaty relations with this Gov­ 
ernment. Your obedient servant, 
W. L. EVA RTS. 
On thfl 12th Secretary Sherman acknowl­ 
edged the receipt of the letter and replied 
that the Collector of the Fort of San Fran­ 
cisco had been directed, on the arrival of the 
Wo Chung, to carry out the instructions con­ 
tained iu the revised regulations of the Treas­ 
ury Department, and exact au alien tonnage 
tax at the rate of 81 per ton in addition to a 
tax of thirty cents per ton. This is all the 
information the Government possesses in re­ 
gard to the new departure. 
The Department 
of State has not received any circular, and 
further action by the Government will have 
to be deferred until the arrival of the Wo 
Chung at San Francisco. 
The note of the 
Chinese Minister does not state whether the 
vessel is from one of the closed ports of China 
or from a port open to foreigners. 
In the 
event that the Wo Chung hails from a 
port 
we 
are 
not 
allowed 
to 
trade 
with, 
she 
will 
have 
to 
pay 
32 80 
per ton every time she enters the United 
States from such port. The payment of the 
alien tax will entitle her to entry into our 
port for 12 months. 
In any event she will 
have to pay in addition to the tonnage tax 
ten per cent, ad valorem on the value of her 
cargo every time she enters a port of the 
United States, so that the new departure, so 
far as it effects the import and carrying trade 
of the United States, will not be as profit­ 
able as at first appeared. So fir as Chinese 
merchantmen may affect the carrying trade 
of the world, the United States has the least 
to lose. The statistics of our commerce with 
China during the last fiscal year show but 
eleveu American vessels, of 9.33L tone, were 
engaged in it, while foreign bottoms coming 
to the United States aggregated 29,923 tons. 
These figures do not include vessels plying 
between Hong Kong and the United States. 
In order tor China merchants to enjoy the 
privilege of American merchants in the 
United States, a treaty of commerce giving 
them reciprocal rights will be necessary, and 
which all other nations would then expect 
from China. 
The only thing of importance, 
so far as the Treasury officials can discover, 
in the new departure, is that it allows China­ 
men to trade with outside nations; but as for 
competition of any serious character, that is 
nut, it is said, to be feared.

Another Letter from the Elk Grove Skagit 
Excusrlonists. 


The following letter, dated Hope, B. C'., 
August 4th, gives the experiences in the 
Skagit country of two former residents of 
Elk Drove, Sacramento county—G. E. 
Bates and II. B. Ulman : 
Since our last adventure, related in our 
letter to the R euord U n io n , we have made 
some changes in our opinion of Skagit. 
We have, visited that place and will tell 
you what we think cf it, and the facts are 
just as you will here get them. 
We left 
Hope on the 15th of July and on the 24th 
we were at the principal place of business 
on Skagit—a town called Ruby City, cou- 
taining ten or eleven cabins, one saloon, and 
about twenty-five men to occupy the same. 
Ruby creek is about nine miles long and is 
headed by Canyon creek, which is about 
twenty-three miles long. 
At the junction 
of Canyon and Ruby is Granite creek, 
almost as large a stream as Ruby. 
Be­ 
low Granite tour miles is Panther creek, 
and above Granite eight miles is Slate 
creek—all on the right or south hank of 
Ruby. 
Un the north bank is Crater creek. 
Six 
miles 
from 
the mouth 
of 
Ruby 
and seven miles above Crater is Mill creek. 
Now these are all the creeks. 
Ruby City 
is nine miles from the mouth of Ruby 
creek. 
The ground of operations is mostly 
on Ruby and Slate creeks. 
Oae company 
of Swedes, five in number, worked three 
days on bed-rock shoveling into sluices and 
when they cleaned up they had §2 10. 
Another company on Mill creek cleaned up 
fifteen feet of bed-rock aud could not get 
the color, except some very fine gold. 
On 
Crater one company of three su»k a shaft 
fifteen feet deep, but were not on bed-rock 
when we came away, bnt at the depth of 
fifteen feet they could not get a color. 
It 
is now the opinion of a great many men at 
the mines that the ground is spotted 
and may prove worthless, as the time it 
takes to make water-wheels and pumps and 
\ving-dam8 will not be paid by the mines. 
There is one man in particular on Ruby 
that has been there two seasons and has 
not seen the color of the gold on his claim. 
Some Cassiar miners say the 325 nugget 
appears more like Cassiar gold, and even 
miners on the creek doubt its ever coming 
from any of the Skagit mines. Discourage­ 
ment helps most of the miners to wait and 
sec if the others get gold. 
If they do not, 
then look out for a grand scattering of the 
miners. 
Mr. Robinson, one of the dis­ 
coverers, has his claim advertised for sale at 
$200. 
There is gold on most all of the 
creeks, but unless one has a big bank to 
start with, he had better let it alone. 
We

roam,” 
often comes to our thoughts at leisure 
hours. 
We receive the Recorp-Union 
through the agency of J. N. Andrews of 
Elk Grove, and never was a paper more 
welcome.

As soon as further develop­ 
ments are made we will write again, and 
then come home in time to vote.

Reed has been 
appointed by the Census B ureau as special 
agent to take the census statistics of products 
and industries for Sacramento. H e will begin 
to-day to leave the blauks prescribed by the 
law. 
The officer is sworn to secrecy except as 
against his superiorofficers. The object is to as­ 
certain such facts relative to manufactures in 
Sacramento as will be useful iu the compila­ 
tion of the T enth Census. 
These blauks are 
to be left with proprietors, agents or persons 
in charge of establishments of productive in­ 
dustry, with the request to fill them out after 
a careful study of the requirements of the 
blanks. 
The blanks call for filling under 
these heads : Name of corporation, company 
or individual producing to the value of $500 
annually : name of business, m anufacture or 
product; capital (real and persona!) invested 
in the busiuts, ; average num ber of hauds 
em ployed; greatest num ber of hands em­ 
ployed at any one time during the year, 
inales above 
10 
years, 
females 
above 
15 years, 
children 
and 
youth ; 
num ­ 
ber of hours in the ordinary day of labor. 
M ay to November, November to 
M a y ; 
average day’s wages for a skilled m echanic; 
average for an ordinary laborer ; total amount 
paid in wages during the y e a r; months in 
operation, on full time, on three-quarter 
time only, on two thirds time only, on half 
time only, idle ; value of material (including 
mill supplies and fu el; om itting fractions of 
a dollar); value of product (including job­ 
bing and repairing ; om itting fractions of a 
dollar); power used in m anufacture; on 
w hat river or stream ; if water-pcwer, bight 
of fall, number and kind of wheels, etc. ; if 
steam-power, number of boilers and engines, 
and total horse-power. 
The term “ produc­ 
tive industry” is to be understood iu its 
largest significance to include not only all 
factories and large works but also the me­ 
chanical trades, as blacksmithing, coopering, 
carpentering, etc. 
The smallest shop is not 
to he omitted, provided the production reach­ 
es $500 annually, including the coat of m a­ 
terials.

Tlic Slot j o f Ilia C on nection W ith the 
A ffair. 
San B u en av e n tu ra, A ugust 14th.—The 
case of F . W . Sprague, now in the County 
Jail here, under sentence of death, the respite 
granted him by Governor Perkins expiring 
on tli^27th instant, is exciting great interest 
here 
as the time finally fixed upon for Iris 
execution draws near, and 
the 
question 
whether his counsel will be able to secure for 
him a further lease of life—commutation of 
the death penalty to imprisonment for a term, 
or for life, or to obtain a full pardon—is being 
discussed in all circles. 
The publication in 
the Free Press this morning of a dispatch 
from San Francisco, stating th at one M arion 
Smith, who is now iu San Quentin, writes 
th at he saw the More murder committed, and 
th at Sprague was not in it, and giving the 
names of the murderers, which are suppressed 
for the present, has caused some excitement, 
and the fact th at a petition is in circulation 
representing to the Governor th at there are 
new developments iu the case, and asking 
him to interpose with the Executive power in 
such a way as to him the case may seem to 
demand, has increased 


THE PUBLIC INTEREST 
In the case, which had presented some extra­ 
ordinary features. 
The m urder of T. W al­ 
lace More, a large land-owner on the SesDe 
ranch, took place on the 27th of March, 1877, 
and the supposed perpetrators of the outrage, 
F . A. Sprague, J . S. Churchill, J . D . Lord, 
Jesse Jones, John Curlee, -T. H . Swanson 
and a man named Cook, were arrested on the 
28th of March, 1878, and charged with the 
crime. 
A ll have in some way or another 
been 
acquitted 
except Sprague, and he 
stoutly m aintains his innocence. 
There are 
strong, bitter and threatening expressions 
against the condemned man on the part of 
some, while others favor the theory of his in­ 
nocence. 
M r. Brooks, now D istrict A ttor­ 
ney, but formerly of Sprague’s counsel, 
boldly expresses his confidence in his former 
client’s innocence, and says he believes the 
petition for executive clemency will receive 
the signatures of nine-tenths of the residents 
of the county. 
Others, however, give just 
the opposite figures. 
Through the cotfrtesy 
of Sheriff Detroy your re|>orter was accorded 
an interview with the condemned man this 
afcernoon at the ja:L 
The interview took 
place in the presence of the Sheriff and D ep­ 
uty Sheriff. 
The reporter was UBhered into a 
well-lighted apartm ent and introduced to the 
prisoner, who received him affably and invi­ 
ted him to be seated. 
On being informed 
th at a dispatch was to be sent to the press in 
regard to his case, Sprague remarked th at of 
the 


APPARENTLY CANDID PEOPLE 
W ho had visited him during his imprison­ 
ment, some had done him justice in reporting 
his conversation perfectly, while others had 
lied about it and misrepresented him almost 
without exception. 
However, as a rule, the 
newspaper Reporters had treated him fairly. 
In response to questions he said: 
“ I am 
allowed to Fee visitors freely, and believe it is 
the intention of the Sheriff that all shall be 
accommodated. 
None are turned away ex­ 
cept, perhaps, such as call at unseasonable 
huurs. 
I t will be two years and five months 
on the 28th instant since I was brought here. 
During the first year my health was poor, 
and I came pretty near dying. 
This last 
year and few mouths it has been very good. 
L say my general health. 
I am suffering 
irom an accident, however. 
EiVe years ago 
I was thrown from a horse and nearly para­ 
lyzed. 
Since I have been confined here, with 
no manual labor to perform, I am recover­ 
ing.” 
R eporter—Y ou claim to he innocent of this 
crime, of course ? 
Sprague (emphatically)—I claim to be inno­ 
cent. 
All in the wide world I ask is justice 
fairly and squarely meted out. 
Rep.—1 hear some very bitter expressions 
against yon lrom some people, while others 
speak of you favorably as usual in such cases. 
Sprague—There is a good deal of bitter­ 
ness against me on the part of sune. 
The 
very men who are crying “ Hang him I hang 
him I” have gene to sleep at my place and en­ 
joyed tny hospitality for years, were foremost 
to turu against me in my trouble. 


HOPEH OF EXECUTIVE CLEMENCY. 
Rep.—Do you entertain Lopes of executive 
clemency ? 
Sprague 
I have hopes of executive inter­ 
ference, certainly. 
1 have nothing to base 
those holies upon, however, except the merits 
of the case ju st ss it is. 
It seems to»uio that 
no fair-minded Governor on a candid exami­ 
nation of my case, as it has been presented, 
could fail to iDtcrpose. 
Rep.—M ay I ask, do you expect to he par­ 
doned, or to have a commutation of your sen­ 
tence ? 
Sprague —To lie pardoned. 
That's w hat I 
expect, if I get justice. 
Rep.—I understood th at the m urder is sup­ 
posed to have been the culmination of a land 
feud, in which yourself and others were con­ 
cerned ? 
Sprague—f know nothing of the m urder or 
what caused it. 
I had been one of the prime 
movers in, and conductors of, the suits iu the 
contest between the settlers on the four-league 
rancho in this county, known as the Sespe 
Rancho, which we claimed to be Government 
land, and T. Wallace More, who claimed to 
be its owner. 
Since my arrest the Secretary 
of the Interior has decided it to be Got em ­ 
inent land. 
Rep.—Is there anything particular you 
wish to state in regard to your present 
situation ? 
Sprague— I only wish to say in a few words 
th at we can show as plain as can be shown 
th at tho principal testimony against me was 
bribed testimony. 
Jesse .Tones, who pro- 
fe-scd to turu State's evidence, recanted after 
the trial was all over. 
They rearrested him, 
but had to discharge him. I t was for perjury, 
arson and umrder. 
I hear he is in Arizona. 
I n regard to Hickerson, a witness who soon 
expected to die, and who testified th at I con­ 
fessed the murder to him. 1 can show abso­ 
lutely that he was offered $1,000 by a lawyer 
to testify «gainst me and make the testimony 
satisfactory to the prosecution. 
W hen he ob­ 
jected to doing this, as he m ust so toon dir, 
the argum ent was urged, and it finally pre­ 
vailed with him th at til» $1.000 would lie a 
legacy to his family. 
A nother witness was 
forced into testifying against me by the L e t 
th at there was $2,000 due him on a piece of 
property, and the money would otherwise be 
withheld. 
A fter testifying a t the examina­ 
tion he went away to Oregon to avoid being 
at my trial, but they followed him up and 
compelled him to come back, one argument 
used being th at if he did not return and testify 
the $2,000 would be withheld from him. 
H e 
would never get paid for his little sand lot of 
a ranch. 
THE FEELING AGAINST HIM. 
R ep.—W hat reason can you assign for such 
extraordinary animosity against you ? 
Sprague (with considerable w arm th)—Well, 
I have talked a good deal, and perhaps fool­ 
ishly. 
I have talked against the land monop­ 
olist, in season and out of season, and they 
hate me with an undyiug hatred, and would 
break my neck with a rope at any moment 
to stop my talking. 
Rep.—I see in the Free Press this morning 
a dispatch from an inm ate of Sail Quentin, 
stating th at he saw the m urder committed, 
aud th at yon were not the murderer. 
Sprague— In regard to th at dispatch, you 
know as much about it as I do. 
The man 
may know all about it, as he pretenda to, and 
then again he may be a crazy “ galoot ” that 
don’t know what he is talking about. 
I t may 
he something like the alleged Benders, who 
have just been discharged. Some very strange 
things are done sometimes? I remember read­ 
ing the case < f a n:an murdered in the China 
seas. 
No clue to the murderer was obtained. 
A long time afterwards six sailois gave them ­ 
selves up and confesi ed to be the murderers, 
and it was supposed to be only a m atter of 
form to go through to convict and execute 
them. 
I t was discovered afterward th at the 
confession was false and they were set at 
liberty. 
The condemned man then|proceeded to re­ 
cite instances from B un ill and other legal 
writers, to illustrate the deceptive nature of 
circumstantial eviderce, showed th at he had 
made the subject a study. 
H e finally added : 
“ I do not know- just now what my counsel 
are doing, but I have confidence in the re­ 
sult.” 
Sprague ¡3 in robust health appa­ 
rently, and converses iu a calm, strong voice 
and with apparent frankness, and has a clear 
eye and an open face. 
He has recently occu­ 
pied his time in perfecting a model of a cheese 
press and a hay press of h b invention, and 


has obtained a patent for an attachm ent to a 
lawn tuower.
